tho troops, they made a determined stand, 
refusing to disperse, although repeatedly 
cubed upon to do so. 
The soldiery thcn^ 
opened deadly Iho upon tho mob, and torn 
bio carnage ensued. 
The 
rioters were 
mowed down under repeated volleys, and 
finally fled in confusion. 
A fter they 
disappeared the corpses of twenty of 
number, together with hundrods of 
wounded and dying lay along the streets. 
The rioters at Jum et placed ‘-DO women in 
front as they marched through the town, 
but oven this cowardly precaution against 
personal danger did not prevent tho troops 
from firing upon them. M any of tho women 
were wounded and the men dispersed. 
Later nows from Charleroi state that the 
disorder is subsiding. 
The strikers, reduced 
to hunger, now go about tho streets begging 
for food, and when not under the eyes of 
the soldiers emphasi/o their demands with 
menaces.
